Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  addi  ng  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  March  20  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending 
March  9,  1980): 

Wheat:  Net  sales  declined  this  week  to  237,900  metric  tons  (MT),  with  Japan 
(  110 ,000  MT),  and  Brazil  (71,500  MT)  major  purchasers.  Exports  of  605,300  MT  were 
moderate,  with  Eastern  Europe,  Africa  and  the  Western  Hemisphere  primary  destinations. 

Corn :  Net  sales  increased  significantly  to  1,173,600  MT.  Major  purchasers  were 
Spain  (332,200  MT),Japan  (218,200  MT),  Netherlands  (106,100  MT),  and  Portugal 
(91,900  MT),  with  lesser  amounts  for  Egypt,  United  Kingdom,  Mexico,  and  Poland. 

Weekly  exports  of  1,278,000  MT  were  heavy,  with  the  European  Community,  Eastern 
Europe,  and  USSR  the  major  destinations. 

Barley:  Sales  of  28,000  MT  were  relatively  light,  with  Japan  (17,100  MT)  the  major 
market. 

Sorghum:  Cancellations  of  91,400  MT  by  Poland  reduced  net  sales  this  week  to 

31,300  MT.  Shipments  of  341,800  MT  were  heavy,  with  Japan  (178,400  MT),  and  Mexico 
(84,700  MT)  the  most  prominent  destinations. 

Ri ce :  The  commercial  market  was  fairly  active  as  net  sales  increased  to  78,000  MT. 
Saudia  Arabia  (25,900  MT)  and  South  Africa  (17,600  MT)  accounted  for  most  of  the 
market's  activity. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  totaled  362,100  MT.  Most  active  buyers  included  Japan 
( 147,300  MT),  the  Netherlands  (143,200  MT),  and  Mexico  (51,000  MT).  Exports 
continued  strong  (549,700  MT),  with  significant  shipments  going  to  the  Netherlands 
(173,500  MT),  Japan  (153,100  MT),  and  China  (74,300  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  bounced  back  and  totaled  83,800  MT.  The  Netherlands 
(59,600  MT)  continued  as  the  primary  destination,  with  20,200  MT  going  to  West  Germany. 
Cancellations  included  Iran  (30,000  MT).  Exports  (243,300  MT)  increased  significantly 
from  the  low  level  of  last  week.  The  Netherlands  (54,200  MT),  East  Germany 
(40,200  MT),  Poland  (37,600  MT),  and  Italy  (33,500  MT)  were  the  major  markets. 

Soybean  Oil :  Net  sales  declined  10,400  MT  during  the  week  as  cancellations  of 
32,000  MT  to  unknown  destinations  exceeded  new  sales  of  21,600  MT.  Switches  from 
unknown  destinations  included  India  (30,600  MT)  and  Brazil  (11,000  MT).  Exports 
(40,400  MT)  moved  up  significantly.  India  (28,600  MT)  and  Brazil  (11,000  MT)  were 
the  major  markets . 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  was  moderate.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  122,400  RB  were  largely 
to  China  (69,400  RB),  Korea  (21,300  RB),  Japan  (15,500  RB),  and  Taiwan  (9,900  RB). 

MY  1980/81  sales  of  17,300  RB  were  principally  to  West  Germany,  Italy,  Taiwan,  and 
France.  Exports  continue  very  large  as  256,800  RB  were  shipped.  Asia  took  87  percent, 
including  65,400  RB  to  China,  and  Europe's  share  was  11  percent. 

Oats  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
